cutlery exclusively six or 
eight years ago, are now 
Duying the output of 
American factories, almost 
if not quite as freely as 
they invest in those from Sheffield, 
and our sales are increasing steadily, 
while those of the English firms are as steadily 
dropping off. Ido not know that the gain is 
80 marked in any other line of business, and I 
have watched the foreign market closely. 
Sheffield for generations has had a practical 
monopoly of this trade, but now Massachu- 
‘setts, Rhode Island and Connecticut almost 
equal the famous steel center when countries 
not under British rule are considered, and if 
once the prestige of the Sheffield steel could 
be overcome we would drive them out of the 
export trade, for they are now relying on 
their name far more than on the excellence 
and suitability to its purpose of their pro- 


duct. 
AMERICAN AND ENGLISH AXES. 


The cause of this change is not only hon- 
orable to American skill and thoroughness in 
manufacturing, but even more to the readi- 
ness of our people in recognizing the require- 
ments of different localities, and the rapidity 
with which they will alter their style of goods 
to suit varying conditions. One of the 
most marked instances of this, although 
it did not, occur exactly in my 
line, and, therefore, I am not 


fully acquainted with all the particulars, was 
in the Australian exe and batchet market. 
The trees in that country are peculiar, the 
wood being generally soft, but remarkably 
gummy and tenacious. The ordinary axe, 
with sharp cérners, is very likely to stick in 
this wood, and the labor of taking it out is 
greater than that required to make the stroke. 
An enterprising American noticed this, and 
sent out a consignment of round-cornered 
axes. They Bold very rapidly, 
and were ronounced far superior 
to the ordinary shape. Several large dealers 
sent word to Sheffield that the new model was 
the best, and asked that the English send out 
axes adaptedto the Australian trade. This 
they declined to do, as their workmen were 
accustomed to theold form. The consequence 
has been that the American axes are now used 
all over Australia and New Zealand. The 
same experience was met with in regard to 
hatchets. The Austrailan bush is thick, 
and a great deal of clearing is 
necessary. The hatchet with the cutting edge 
parallel to the handle was found incon- 
venient, and again an American firm came to 
the tront with a small hatchet shaped like an 
adze; that is with the edge at right angies to 
the handle. For chopping down bushes this 
was far more effective than the regular 
hatchet, but for the second time the English 
manufacturers refused to alter their modes 
of manufacture, would not make adze heads 
of a small size, aud the United States has all 
this trade. 
SOFT AND HARD STEEL. 

These examples serve well to illustrate 
what has long been going on in the cutlery 
business. The English steel is admirable, at 
least as good as ours, and the best of it,I must 
acknowledge, is of a finer grade than our own. 
For this reason they bold the trade in surgical 
instruments, a small but very lucrative 
branch. But in all other departments, ex- 
cept possibly in that of very fine 
pocket cutlery, we are gaining on 
them wonderfully. The trouble ig that 

The Sheffield men have set three or four 
standards of hardness, and refuse to vary 
them. THe Americans, on the other hand, 
recognize the fact that hard steel, under cer- 
tain conditions, is not nearly as useful as an 
inferior grade. Hard steel keeps its edge 
better, but without proper appliances is much 
wore difficult to sharpen than that of a softer 
This may seem asmall matter, 
but it has cost Sheffield manufacturers nearly 
all the Mexican and South American trade, 
and a great proportion of that or 
India and Australia. A mowing machine in 
which the knives can be sharpened by an or- 
dinary whetstone isfar more valuable toa 
farmer located at some place remote from a 
settlement than one of hard steel which,when 
the edges are dull, needs to be put in order by 
an expert. The same is true of hatchets and 
axes, and especially so of knives for general 
use. In Massachusetts there is a certain 
quality of steel, soft and easily sharpened, 
which is used almost exciusively far — 
implements for out-of-the-way localities an 
inthe mowers and reapers a second set of 
knives for the cutting burs form a part of the 
equipment. The English, although the con- 
dition of affairs has often been brought to 
their attention, will not adopt this style of 
steel, calling it shoddy. Their obstinacy 
must cost them from $30,000,000 to $60,000,000 a 
year, as the orders which we getare almost 
entirely due to our recognition of the require- 
ments of the situation. 

INGENIOUS YANKEB MODELS. 

‘*Another way in which the American man- 
ufacturers have cut into the English trade is 
in their reudiness to put ott fancy shapes 
and models. The carving knives and forks 
sent from Sheffield have been of the same 
style and shape for the last thirty years. They 
may be, and probably are, fully as good, or 
even better, than any others, but people 
like variety. it has been a regular cus- 
tom of our leading cutlery firms to 
place something novel in shape on the market 
every year. Sometimes the knives are very 
much curved, again their backs will be ex- 
tremely heavy, and still again the blade will 
be long, thin and narrow. Many of these 
changes are in reality the contrary of im- 
provements, but they please the public taste, 
and sellrapidly. Aman will stick to his old 
carver if he can only change it for its counter- 

art, but if be can get something new, he will 
ry it. The American carvers for this reason 
sell ail over the continent of Europe, and 
even in England itself. These small matters 
go all through the trade, and are the real 
cause of the success of the American manu- 
facturers.’’

TROOPSZIN PURSUIT. 


The Robbery of United States Paymaster 
Wham in Arizona, 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DIsPpaTcn. 
Tucson, Ariz., May 13.—The following are 
additional details of the robbery of Paymaster 
Wham last Wednesday: Maj. J. Wham, 
United States Paymaster, accompanied by his 
clerk, W. T. Gibbon, left here on a trip to pay 
troops stationed at Forts Bowie, Grant, 
Tuomas, San Carlos and Apache, They went 
by rail to Wilcox, and from that point by am- 
bulance overland. The funds paid troops in 
this department are in coin on account of the 
scarcity of greenbacks. The funds for this 
pay-trip were sent from Los Angeles, 
the headquarters of the Chief Pay- 
master, by express to Wilcox. The amount was 
about $75,000. It was put in a strong wood Dox, 


banded with fron. This was strapped to the 
hinder boot of the ambulance, which carried 
the paymaster and bis clerk. An escort of 
ten saldiers, in charge of two noa-commis- 
sioned officers, accompanied the outfit. The 
guard rode in a large, open, four-seated 
wagon, three on aseat as in case of attack 
they can formaline and fire from the wagon 
on the front and on the rear. The escort 
carry alarge supply of ammunition and ure 
generally picked soldiers. They follow in 
the rear of the ambulance about one hundred 
and fifty yards. In canyons and rough country 
they follow close up to its wheels so as to be 
ready for action at a moment’s notice. 
The paymaster disbursed at Fort Bowie 
Thursday and Fort Grant Friday, which re- 
duced his treasure to $29,000. e left Fort 
Grant Saturday morning for Fort Thomas, 
where he expected to pay off during the after- 
noon. He had an escort of ten colored sol- 
diersin command of two colored non- com- 
missioned officers. The distance from Fort 
Grantto Fort Thomas is thirty-five miles, 
through a mountainous and uninhabited coun- 
try. Cedar Springs Station is about midway 
and is made historic from beiug once an 
Apache stronghold. It was there that the 
teamsters of Samaniego made the des- 
perate fight in 1883, when not a man 
survived. A large number of Indians were 
killed and wounded at the time. The Apaches 
had built a rude, strong fort or breastworks, 
and from behind this position they did their 
deadly work. It was at this point, three miles 
north of Cedar Springs, in a deep gorge, that 
Maj. Wham was on Saturday attacked. 
THE ROBBERY. 

As the party approached the point they 
found the road obstructed by several large 
rocks. Several of the escort got out of their 
wagons, leaving their guns behind them, and 
proceeded to remove the rocks from the road. 
As they gathered around a huge bowlder, a 
galling fire came pouring down from the cliffs 
and breastworks. At the first fire several 
of them fell, The others rushed back 
for their gunsand the battle began. Maj. 
Wham’s driver was wounded early in the 
fight and crawled away into the bushes. Dur- 
ing the fight eight of the escort were wounded, 
fourof them fatally. The shooting was at 
short range. Clerk Gibbon received several 
bullet holes through his clothing. Maj.Wham 
was untouched, although the ambulance was 
riddled with bullet holes. The battle con- 
tinued for half an hour before Maj. Wham 
yielded, but seeing that the robbers were 
completely protected, and it meant certain 
deathto his entire party, he was forced to 
yield to their demands. The box of coin was 
taken containing $29.000. As the telegraph 
line from Thomas to Wilcox is under the con- 
trolof the military authorities, they refused 
to allow the full details of the fight to be sent 
out to the public, 

TROOPS IN PURSUIT. 

A special from Grant says the wounded 
driver of Maj, Wham was found Saturday 
evening by D. E. Norton, who heard the firing 
at a distance of nearly two miles and went to 
ascertain its cause. s brought in the driver 
and sent a courier to this place for troops and 
word was sent out in all directions to inter- 
cept the robbers if possible. Fram the best 
advices it appears that they have gone in the 
direction of New Mexico up the Gila Valley. 
Lieut. Wilson has taken to the fleld with a 
large of Apache Indians. 
Troops also been sent out 
from Forts Thomas, San Carlos, Bowle, 
Huachuca, Fort Lowell and Tucson to cut off 
the escape of the robbers to Mexico. United 
States Marshal W. K. Meade, with a posse, has 
also taken the field. A troop of cavalry from 
Fort Grant has gone tothe place of the rob- 
bery to pursue the gang and a — of 
infantry will picket Graham Mountains. It is 
thought the robbers were led by two old of- 
fenders, recently pardoned from the peniten- 
wary who are the most desperate men of their 
kin in the Southwest. There will be desper- 
ate fighting before they are taken. This is the 
first time in the history of Arizona that a pay- 
master of the army has been molested by 
highwaymen.

MARRIAGE OF RELATIVES 


THE COMMON BELIEF IN ITS EVIL EFFECTS 
DISPROVED. 


Children as Healthy and Numerous as in 
Other Marriages— What May Be Done by 
the State to Save Life—Mental Maladies 
Contagious—Medical Self-Criticism. 


From the Boston Herald. 

Common in all ages and among all peoples 
as has been the belief that consanguineous 
marriages—i. e., marriages between those 
who are related by blood—are injurious in 
their effects upon the progeny, recent investi- 
gation tends to disprove it. It is stated that 
statistics show that the proportion of the 
insane, idiots and deaf and dumb in asylums 
who are descended from union of relatives 
to the whole number of inmates is just about 
the same as the proportion of such marriages, 
a fact which argues consanguineous unions 
are no worse in their results than others. It 
is claimed, too,the number of children spring- 
ing from such marriages is slightly in excess 
of their fair proportion, which, if true, would 
disprove the barrenness which has been 
charged against them. Of 108 con- 
sanguineous marriages reported in Massa- 
chusetts§ all bad children save five; 
and of these five, two exhibitea sufficient 
reason for the failure, wholly independent of 
relationship. Probably itis alleged, many 
prosperous marriages, not supposed to be 
such, are in reality between relations, per- 
haps very distant; as those, for example, be- 
tween two Browns, two Smiths, two John- 
sons. The frequency with which mental at- 
fections occur in aristocracies, though it has 
been generally ascribed to consanguineous 
marriages, may be dueto other causes—as 
dissipation, extravagance or corruption. It 
is not impossible, however that such affec- 


tions are not in realtiy disproportionately 
numerous in aristocracies, but are simply 
more widely known and commented upon 
when they occur in such conspicuous places. 
Sometimes, it is true, healthy consanguineous 
parents haye unhealthy children; but such 
cases, it is claimed, are no more likely to be 
due to the consanguinity than to the principle 
known as avatism—in virtue of which off- 
spring occasionally resemble, not their im- 
mediate progenitors, but some remote ances- 
tor. Marriages between persons having the 
same disease, or diseased tendency, are 
likely to result disadvantageously in the 
children; but no more so, it is asserted, 
in the case of consanguineous than in unre- 
lated persons. A well established and pro- 
nounced malformation, disease, or peculiari- 
ty, in a family, sect or race, tendsto be pre- 
served and transmitted by intermarriage. The 
circumstance that color blindness is usualiy 
common among the Jews and Quakers is, 
probably, due to the fact that it baving in the 
one case accidentally arisen, and in the other 
been cultivated by a deliberate disuse of ail 
save the plainest tints, the habit of consan- 
guineous marriage has acted to preserve it, 
though otherwise the offspring is 
normal, Among the causes of 
marriage are the  iso- 
lation of localities by means of moan- 
tains, seas and other preventatives of free 
intercourse ; political and religious sects and 
aristocracies. It would be weill if all people 
before marrying consulted their family phy- 
sicians; but it is no more necessary in the case 
of consanguineous ones than of others. The 
truth of the matter is claimed to be that like 
produces like, either good or bad, in mar- 
riage, without regard to the fact whether it is 
consanguineous or not. If healthy cousins 
marry, soit is alleged, other things being 
equal, they have healthy children. If un- 
healthy children marry, other things being 
equal, they have unbealthy children. And 
just that bappens in all marriages. 

* THE FIELD OF. SANITATION. 

There seems to exist in the public mind 
Vague or erroneous ideas with regard the 
term sanitation. By some sanitary organiza- 
tions and health boards and officers are sup- 
posed to deal exclusively with disease, death, 
and particularly filth. They deal with them, 
but net exclusively. The fleid of sanitation 
in the broad meaning of the term, includes all 
that affects health, whether physical or moral; 
and its alm is hot merely to abolish existing 
nuisances aud dangers, but to prevent 
future ones. By others, sanitation is re- 
garded. as an impertinent attempt to spy 
out imperfections in people's housekeeping, 
and to detect them in babits or actions for 
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SHASON.

places generally established. Where the 
health of employes is disregarded by employ- 
ers, that of the poor by the rich, or of the rich 
by the, poor, they would interfere. They 
would call a halt, and urge reason, where 
people, inthe hurry of competition, injure 
not only their neighbor’s health, but 
their own. They aim to ascertain and incul- 
cate what is best with regard to food, sleep, 
clothing, bathing, exercise, protection from 
climatic changes, hereditary tendencies, ac- 
quired habits, etc. All that relates to the 
Bealthfulness of dwellings, as soil drainage 
beneath and about, heating, ventilation, dis- 
posal of garbage, care of the public streets 
and places, falls within their provinee. They 
seek a solution to the momentous question of 
infant mortality. They desire to see a board 
of health, or health officers, established in 
every city, town, bie or hamlet of every 
State, all reporting toa State board, so that not 
only may local health matters be subserved, 
but the appearance, progress and results of 
any epidemic affecting the common weal be at 
once known and measures taken for its arrest. 
They aim to educate the publicin relation to 
health, it being their purpose to secure that 
correctand vigorous public sentiment with 
regard to it, without which even laws and 
courts are futile. They seek, especially, to 
educate the people’s teachers—as fathers, 
mothers, ministers, doctors, instructors, leg- 
islators, etc. They note the American ten 

dency to imitation, and see that it may be 
utilized for their purpose—one clean alleyway, 
for instance, tending to produce others in its 
neighborhood. They see that the American 
people, to last, must have health; that sprung 
as they are from many hardy stocks, they 
ought to constitute the most sturdy of nations; 
aud they desire to do their part toward mak- 
ing them so. The essentials toward this 
result are not many, and are generally inex- 
pensive, Butevery individual, family, com- 
munity and State must possess them or run 
the risk of paying a terrible penalty. Itis 
idle to say: Our forefathers were healthy—if 
we only live as they lived all will be well.“ 
The conditions of life are very different to-day 
from what they were in the time of our fore- 
fathers, are becoming more so, and must be 
met with improved methods. The general 
experience seems to be that, when a board of 
health is established in any town, and no se- 
vere contagious disease has existed to justify 
its organization, it is regarded as somewhat 
‘*visionary.’’ But, after a time, when it has 
collected and disseminated information re- 
garding the best methods of combating con- 
tagious diseases, and enforced the law with 
regard to public property in pure air, water, 
food, sleep, etc., stimulating the careless, 
compelling the vicious, showing the town 
what under good behavior it is capable of be- 
coming, the sentiment of the community 
changes. 


MENTAL CONDITIONS CONTAGIOUS. , 

A contemporary has made some remarks 
under the head of Mental Contagion’’ 
which contains truth. He says: ‘‘Mental mal- 
adies and conditions, as well as smalipox and 
hydrophobia, are contagious.’’ He quotes, 
with approval, the following: ‘‘When a per- 
son Of nervous temperament, not strongly in- 
dependent in thought and action, enters a 
spiritualistic circle, where he is constantly 
surrounded by confident believers, all eager 
to have him share their sacred visions and 
profound revelations, where the atmosphere 
is replete with miracies, and every chair and 
table may be at any instant transformed 
into a proof of the supernatural, is it 
strange that he soon ecomes one of 
them, hesitatingly at first, and perhaps 
yet restorable to his former modes 
ofthought by the fresh air of another and 
more steadfast mental intercourse, but more 
and more certainly and ardently convinced 
the longer he breathes the sceance atmos- 
phere?’’ Every public speaker knows how 
much easier it is to bend an audience to his 
will than it would be the same number of per- 
sons taken singly. When enthusiasm has 
once been aroused in an individual 
it ‘*spreads like wild-flre, as we say, over 
the entire assembly, each convert uncon- 
sciously adding his influence to the speaker’s. 
Phillips Brooks has clearly and accurately 
described this phenomenon in hie Lectures 
on Preaching.’’ What is this but mental con- 
tagion? The thought of emotion is, as it 
were, ‘‘in the alr, andall‘‘catch’’ it. Thére 
seems to be something about a nervous sys- 
tem, Or a number of nervous systems, of 
which the ‘‘currents’’ are all setting in one 
direction, that produces an atmosphere“ 
that catches the nervous ‘‘currents’’o 
and forces them into the same groove. 
is ‘‘contagious,’’ and so are sorrow and af- 
tection... e have all seen us whosé 
mere presence instinctively occasions hope- 
fulness, dejection, Fe- fear, suspicion, 
etc., in those around them. The appearance 
of the beloved Generai—of an, for in- 
stance, with his indomitable look—riding alo 
the lines before the battle, has often been - 
ficient to infuse the spirit of victory into a 
whole army.

Do not such efforts at disparage- 
ment as we allude to smack somewhat of pro- 
ceeding from the jealous prea of ignor- 
ant minds? The prurience which cheats itself 
into regarding one of the brightest virtues 
of a noble profession—and a virtue, too, in 
general none to common—as a fault and a

A WORD FOR ARKANSAS. 

The Globe-Democrat, pursujng the Re- 
publican organ fashion of abusing the 
South in general and the State of Arkan- 
sas in particular, remarks: 

An Arkansas map is to be appointed Super- 
intendent of the Government reservation at 
Hot 8Springs—that is, if one can be found who 
is willing to take the risk of assassination by 
the Democrats in case they shall conclude 
that he ought not to serve. 

This comment is a wanton reflection on 


the political tolerance and law-abiding 
character of the majority of the people of 
Arkansas. It is undeserved and uncalled- 
for. Neither the Globe-Democrat nor any 
intellig ent reader of it,believes that there 
is any danger of the assassination of a Fed- 
eral officialin Arkansas on account of his 
political opinions, but the constant 
repetition of such slurs and flings on the 
character of a State brings the State into 
discredit and inevitably creates the im- 
pression among unthinking people that it 
is not a safs nor pleasant place ef abode 
for persons whose political tenets differ 
from those of the majority. It is the same 
kind of abuse which brougbt Missouri into 
discredit, checked immigration into the 
State and thus retarded her growth and 
progress. 

The cause of these attacks is, of course, 
the Democratic majority of Arkansas,and 
the only occasion of them is the killing of 
Joun M. CLayTON, which was asserted to 
have been for political causes. Even if 
this charge be true it is not good reason 
for general condemnation of the State. 
Murders growing out of bitter political 
contests have occurred in many other 
States, perhaps in all, North and South. 
It is not the single instance, but the tem- 
per of the mass of the people which de- 
termines a State’s character. The 
Arkansas people and their representa- 
tives have denounced the Clayton murder 
and have doge all in their power to bring 
the criminals to justice.

The most 
effective prosecution of crimes against the 
ballot box that can be credited to any 
State is taking place in Arkansas.

The occasion and its ase served the purpose. 
Public attention was at least arrested. In an 
editorial comment upon the lesson of the day 
the WORLD said: 

There can beno cure of these evils that does not 
proceed from an aroused and imperative public 
opinion. Jt is the dreadfui inertia of indifference 
that must Arat be overcome. The people will care is 
they can be made to feel and to see the danger. 

This is a work for the pulpit. 

Where sleep the thunders of righteous condem- 
nation that rolled from the pulpit against human 
slavery? If the will of the people be the will of 
God, is not a crime against the suffrage a concern 
of religion? 

It is a work for the press. 

Public opinion will never be aroused against 
corruption by the politicians. They will not 
quarrel with their trade. The press could have 
done u ere this had & joined with the WORLD in 
forcing upon Congress the duty of a thorough in- 
vestigation of the management of the late election by 
both parties. HEaposure, thorough, complete and 
both-sided, can alone prepare the way for reform.

Lehman has been Neibert’s friend since the 
naturalization business, and largely through 
the Delegate’s efforts Neibert secured the 
caucus vote for Sergeant-at-Arms of the new 
House of Delegates. The Grand-jury now has 
under consideration some similar cases in 
which Democrats are suspected of hav- 
ing utilized the machinery of the 
courts for the purpose of fraud 
uliently securing naturalization papers 
for foreigners. This morning shortly after 
being called to order the Grand-jury took up 
for consideration two bills which had already 
been prepared. One wasacase of counter- 
feiting and another an unimportant revenue 
case. Having prepared these cases for pre- 
sentation the jury filed Into the United States 
District Court and handed up the bills to 
Judge Thayer. The jury then returned to the 
Grand- jury room and plunged into the 

ELECTION FRAUD CASES. 

The fact thatthe jury has three times as many 
Republicans as mocrats at each session 
does not affect the investigation. From the 
facts already developed it is evident that the 
naturalization frauds—the offenses now under 
investigation—were not confined to either 
party. Long lists of newly-made citizens are 
credited to both Democratic and Republican 

oliticians on the records of the 

riminal Court and Court of Criminal 
Correction. The extent of the fraud is 
beginning to dawn on the nd jurors. As- 
cording to the statement of some of the Four 
Courts officials, the applicants for citizenship 
were brought up incrowds. In one instance 
It is said a politician was heard ask the name 
of one of the men brought to the court room 
with a crowd of applicants, and later when 
the papers were made out it was found that 
he had sworn that he knew the 
applicant for five years, that he had 
arrived inthe country before attaining the 
age of 18 yearsand that his moral character 
and attachment to the principles of our Gov- 
ernment were such asto recommend him for 
citizenship. Persons frequenting the court at 
that time state that some of the applicants 
brought to court by one witness to residence 
were actually vouched for under oath by 
other politicians after introductions. Uufor- 
tunately no particular attention was paid to 
these outrageous offenses and the witnesses are 
now unable to fix the crimes on the offenders. 
The jury to-day examined a large number of 
witnesses concerning the election offenses. 


That Election Bet. 


The Snyder-Butler’® bet on the election of 
Francis delegates to the State Oonvention 
on the llth of last August was decided 
yesterday. The decision was rendered at 11 


o' clock by the referee, Conncilman Phil Ro- 
han. Butler got the money. This is the bet 
about which there was so much controversy. 
It was made on July 27, 1888, and the terms 
were as follows: 

Ed Butler bets H. M. Snyder $100 that D. 
R. Francis would elect Fraueis delegates in all 
the twenty-eight wards on the llth day of Au- 
gust to the State Convention. 

It will be remembered that in several of the 
wards men running on a ticket headed 
‘*Anti-Francis’’ were elected, but in the State 
Convention not asingie vote from this city 
was cast against Francis, and Butler there- 
fore claimed that all the delegates 
elected were Francis men and that 
he had won the bet. Snyder disputed Butler’s 
claim, and said that, according to the terms of 
the bet, which were that D. R. Francis 
would elect Francis delegates on the llth day 
of August, and since several men running 
on anti-Francis tickets had received a ma- 
jority of the votes cast, he thought he was en- 
titled tothe money. Butlers the only way 
of determining whetner the men elected were 
Francis men or not was by their vote in 
the convention, and that as the delegation 
from St. Louis voted solidly for Francis he 
could not see bow Mr. Snyder’s claim tnat ail 
Francis men had not been elected could hold

Texas District Abolished—Texas Added to 
St. Louis and Kentucky to Ohio. 


The Post-office Department has made sey- 
eral changes in the inspection districts re- 
cently, which give St. Louis a large additional 
territory. The District of Texas has been 
abolished and the State added to the St.

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LAFAYETTE MOORE TELLS HOW HE WAS 
COMPELLED TO KILL HIM 


A Sunday Afternoon Row Among Colored 
Men Ends in a Case for the Coroner and 
the Criminal Court—The Trivial Discus- 
sion Which Ended in “Big Jim’s” Death 
—The Prisoner’s Story. 


T 8:30 p. m. yester- 
day James Pleasant 
— was shot in the ab- 
domen by Lafayette 
Moore, and he died 
of his injuries at the 
City Hospital at 2:80 
a. m. to-day. The 
shooting took place 
at a house at 2618 
Scott avenue, and 
re was arrested at the 
residence of his brother, 217 South Twen- 
tieth street, and locked up at 
the Central District Station. All par- 
ties concerned are colored. The police 
report says that Pleasant and a companion 
named Frank Darby engaged in a quarrel 
while playing cards at 2613 Scott avenue, and 
A WAR OF WORDS 
was in progress when Moore entered. Siding 
with Darby in the trouble, Moore drew his re- 
volver and fired the fataishot. He then es- 
caped by running up the alley. Moore, how- 
ever, makes an entirely different statement. 
When seen in his cell at the Four 
Courts this morning by a  FPost- 
DISPATCH reporter, he said: ‘I shot 
Pleasant, and I hated to do it, but I had to or 
lose my own life. A friend of mine named 
Jefferson was with me early inthe evening, 
and be wanted me to go toa stable on Scott 
avenue and help him clean a couple of mules 
which ne drove. I went part ofthe way, and 
then told him if he would hurry I would stop 
at Mathilda Jefferson’s, 2613 Scott avenue, and 
walt tor him. Hesaid ‘all right’ and went 
on. When I entered the kitchen I 
found Darby and Pleasant arguing 
over which had more money, and 
PLEASANT WANTED TO BET 
Darby that he had more, offering to make me 
stake-holder. I told them Idid not want to 
have anything todo with their fuss. I was 
looking at him at the time and he said to me, 
‘Who are you looking at?’ ‘Looking at Big 
ulled a knife or 
a razor from hia inside pocket and made a 
ass at me saying ‘I’ve got it 
n for you, d—m vou, and 1 am going to do you 
up right now while 1 have the chance.’ I had 
been raised with Pleasant, had gone to school 
with him when we were boys and I supposed 
he was justin fun, but be came at me again 
and I knocked off his biow.- I then turned 
and ran out of the door, Pleasant after me. 
The kitchen was in the basement, and as I 
started up the steps I slipped. Pleasant was 
close on top of me and as I turned over 
I PULLED MY GUN 
out of my pocket and shotatrandom. Pleas- 
ant fell back and I jumped and ran, but he 
was after me andI did not stop till Il was out 
on the stréet. I went to my mother’s, 2646 
Randolph street, ate my supper and then 
went down to my brother’s house, 217 South 
Twentieth street, where I staid all night. 
When I got up this morning I went to the door 
and gave myself up to the officer when he 
came across the street after me.’’ 
MOORE KXHIBITS A SLIT 
in the left side of his coat just below the 
heart, which is about six inches long, which 
he says was inflicted by the first pass which 
Pleasant made at him.

TWISTING THE LANGUAGE, 


Americans Take with Their 
Mother Tongue. 


Of course it would be useless to protest that 
the American people have 10 right to make 
a hash of the English language rnd to serve it 
upina republic rechauffee, says the London 
Standard. We also must admit that slang bas 
ts own province and use. It is very often 
condensed metaphor, and is like what ‘.ewis 
Carroll calls a! portmanteau word,’’ In which 


a great deal of meaning may be packed. The 
»erson who first called a man a ‘‘brick’’ had 
n him perhaps some idea of comparison. A 
brick was solid, fireproof, regular, ready for 
use, compared with stones that were too small 
to irregular, er too soft to be utilized. The 
epithet was taken tp by thousands who never 
suspected the allusive meaning, but only 
knew that it indicated all- round eulogy. 
Where English slang fails is in its monotony. 
The same words are used for the most diverse 
persons or things, until all sense of distinc- 
tion in language is lost. In this the Ameri- 
cans certainly surpass us. They are always 
inventing new words, and some of the expres- 
sions arerich in appropriateness and meaning. 
In many cases, however, they are limited. 
Some are restricted to special callings: the 
diggers, ranchmen, pilots, political agents, 
all have phrases oftheir own as peculiar to 
themselves as their secret signs and pass- 
words are to London or Paris thieves. A 
more diffused slang is associated with widely 
played games like poker or eucher. Fre- 
quently we readin the columns of a newspa- 
per, or in a campaign speech, sayings and al- 
lussions that none but poker players can un- 
derstand. Ifthe game ever dies out, which is 
not likely, such passages of political litera- 
ture will, in course of time, require a glos- 
sary—just as nowadavs there are lines of 
Swift’s and Pope’s lighter poems that, allud- 
ing, as they do,to obsolete games of cards,re- 
quire elaborate annotation. 

The curious thing is that inthe best litera- 
ture of the States we find no trace of the pro- 
claimed revolt against the style, the syntax, 
the spelling and the purity of the English 
tongue. Bancroft, Motley and Prescott wrote 
perfect English Longfellow is as limpid as a 
quiet vara’ breok i Emerson is as pithy as he is 
clear; Holmes and Lowell have a most deli- 
cate humor; Hawthorne handles the language 
with a dexterity that brings new shades of 
meaning into ordinary words; Henry: James 
is refined and distinctive almost to excess; 
Howells transparent, if sometimes too thin. 
Nor have the naticnal orators fallen far below 
the English standards; the best speeches of 
Randolph, Olay Webster, Douglas, Sumner, 
Benjamin and Seward can be read with pleas- 
ure to this day. The words also in which 
Lincoln dedicated the graveyard at Gettys- 
burg compose one of the most perfect pas- 
sages of elevated oratory ever uttered in the 
English tongue. Therefore, if Americans 
wantonly distort and gratuitously adulterate 
the language, they will be committing an out- 
rage vot only against its insular use, but 
against the best models of their own republic. 
They enjoy a great heritage in a tongue rich, 
flexible and elastic. The famous German 
philologist Grimm, who will not be suspected 
of any want of patriotism, has given his testi- 
mony that the genius of Shakespeare could 
not have found in German, italian or French 
a fitting vehicle for his many-sided thoughts. 
The English language alone wasthe weapon 
that fully served his purpose. The German 
has our root, but, unlike ours, it cannot bor- 
row words from other languages and weave 
them into its own. Nor can the French, 
which, with all the delicacy of its — 
is, compared with English, a very iimi ed 
tongue. No doubt Americans may be excused 
if around thelr their camp fires and gaming 
tables they twist our language, inventing 
adjectives and nouns as they go along, to ex- 
press new wants to emphasize old crimes. 
For the basis of their humor is a certain per- 
versity and irreverence—a certain topsyturvi- 
ness of expression and idea, sometimes mak- 
ing wanton murdera matter of joke, and ap- 
plying to the most sacred thoughts of men the 
standard of a Denver, Dakota or San Fran- 
cisco bar. If, however, they are wise they 
will keep this oral corruption outof their 
newspapers and books. he literature that 
will live is not that which picks up current 
slang as a chariot wheel does the street mud. 
Those authors who influence theirown and 
other ages build up their style on the best 
models of the past, forging the symbols into 
new shapes in the fire of original imagination.

MILES STANDISH’S BONES. 


Harvard Historians Have Been Digging and 
Think They Have Found Them. 


Harvard historians think they bave found 
the grave of Capt. Miles Standish of Plymouth 
Rock fame, says the New York Sun, and if: 
seems probable, the crumbling remains of the 
doughty warrior have been found, an interest- 
ing historical controversey will be settled. 
It was known that the body had been secretly 
buried somewherein the old town, but the 


exact location has not been shown to the satis- 
faction of historians. A memorandum froma 
centenarian, Benjamin Pryor, which had 
been given to him by his father, who in turn 
had been told by his father, who attended the 
funeral, was to the effect that the grave was 
marked by two three-cornered stones. Har- 
vard College historians interested themselves 
in the matter,found the grave so marked after 
a prolonged search, secured permission to 
open the grave, and last Monday they broke 
into the ancient burial place. The one marked 
by the triangular stones was opened first and 
a number of bones found, those of the lower 
po. ions of the body being much — 2 ,»while 
the srull was quite perfect, and from the 

resen be of long hair coiled into a knot at the 

ack it was undoubtedly that of a woman who 
might have been from 3 to 40 years of age. A 
cloth of sone kind had been pinned over the 
hair, and war secured around the face by pins 
similar to those now in use, which crumbled 
upon exposure tothe air. Around the body 
was wrapped a cloth, apparently of wool and 
of home manufacture. It was woven in 
stripes of alternate colors, which was proba- 
bly white and blue or green, although age had 
changed them much. Tue position of the 
stones corresponded exactly with the head 
and feet of the skeleton. 

By sounding it was found that another an- 
cient grave existed five feet away from the 
first, and this, too, was opened, In it were 
found the bones of a man who was plainiv 
much older than the woman, and whose tooth 
—only one was found—was so . worn as 
to indicate a person of advanced e. Near 
the skull was a smal! quantity of 1 gbt hair, 
nearly white in color. A rough measurement 
showed the man to have been about 5 feet 7 
inches higb, or a trifle below the ordinary 
stature. The bones were photographed and 
then put back and the earth replaced,

Umpiring is especially hard 
this season, because more runs are being 
made than ever before, and this of course 
keeps more men on bases and makes more 
base decisions necessary. It is base decisions 
which cause us to do lots of running, and in 
which there is most difficulty in satisfying the 
players and people. Then one 18 
kept constantly hollering and you have 
no idea how wearing it is. 
A man must yell so as to be heard all over the 
grounds every time he speaks or people are 
dissatisfied and willsay: ‘What’s the matter 
with Gaff? he is losing his voice. Why, when 
I get up in the morning my lungs are sore 
from the hollering, and yet I was never so 
strong as I am now. In four games played by 
the Browns in Kansas City and one here there 
were 118 runs scored, which is more than 
would be made in twenty games formerly.’’

cussion about the Valkyrie’s challenge or the 
conditions of the race imposed by the New 
York Yacht Club. But among the members 
there was a good deal of strong talk about the 
new deedof gift. One ot the most prominent 
of the Royal Squadron said to 
the PO8ST-DISPATCH correspondent to- 
day: While Dunraven accepts the reply of 
the New York Yacht Ciub without any reser- 
vation, he cannot move in the matter without 
the sanction of the Royal Squadron, through 
which club challenge was made. So far as the 
Royal Squadron is concerned, Dunraven is at 
liberty tosail the international matches he 
has challenged foron whatever terms he may 
choose to accept, provided the Royal Squad- 
ron is in no way implicated in the Issue. The 
proposal of the New York Yacht Club that the 
winning club should adopt the new deed of; 
gift to rule all future international matches 
is yore regarded by the members of 
the Roya Squadron, but there is 
a strong feeling against the club 
becoming a party tothe American proposal.
